REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
. shire, the county commissioners and the several officers of 
the county herewith submit for your inspection their sixty- 
fourth annual report of Hillsborough county for the year 
ending December 31,1910. 


COUNTY FARM 


The total amount expended for the ordinary expenses of 
this institution for the year 1910 was $60,314.68; receipts 
from all sources, $10,877.64; making the net expenses 
$49,437.04. The net expenses for the year 1909 were $63,- | 
095.91, making a decrease of $13,658.77 for the year 1910, 
as compared with the net expenses of the year 1909. 
Your commissioners desire the county delegation in the 
present legislature to consider the advisability of an appro- 
priation to meet the expense of installing a central heating 
plant and electric plant. We believe expenses may be very 
materially reduced by sodoing. The addition tothe House 
of Correction is nearly completed and ready for occupancy. 
A full and complete report of this will be made in the 
1911 report. 


COUNTY; HOSPIERA: 


This institution continues under the able management 
of Dr. C. W. Milliken, with Dr. E. B. Swett as assistant, 
and a competent corps of nurses with Miss Addie M. Moore, 
a graduate nurse, in charge. There has been an average 
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of fifty-three patients during the year, and many times 
during the year the hospital has been taxed to its utmost 
capacity. The time is very near when the same must be 
enlarged to meet the demands for admittanee. The com- 
missioners feel justified in recommending that an appropri- 
ation be made at this time for the construction of a build- 
ing to be used exclusively for consumptives, in order that 
they may be isolated from the other patients. 

Articles of incorporation have been obtained, whereby 
this hospital is to graduate nurses upon the plan of other 
hospitals. 


COUNTY JAIL 


The new Jail is nearing completion, and will be occupied 
as soon as furnishings can be procured, The appropri- 
ation of $75,000 is not sufficient to complete the equip- 
ment of the building. We desire action at once by the 
Hillsborough county delegation in this matter, also instruc- - 
tion as to the disposition of the old jail. 


PAUPERS AND SOLDIERS 


The expense of this department continues to increase 
and the labors of the commissioners in attending to the 
necessary investigations in this department are arduous. 
Especially is this so in the city of Manchester, which has 
a population of over 70,000 people at the present time. 
The commissioner devotes his entire time to the work 
and very nearly all of the clerical work is done in the 
Manchester office. 


SUPPORT OF CHILDREN 


The calls upon the commissioners to provide care for 
children continue to increase daily. The report of expense 
for board of chiidren will give you a proper conception of 
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the expense in this department. On account of the high 
cost of the articles of living, a request for an increase in 
amount paid for care in the homes has been made upon us. 
As it was a just request, the same has been granted. This 
will very materially increase the expense.in this depart- 
ment the coming year. 

Your commissioners desire to extend their thanks to all 
who have rendered their valuable assistance in many ways: 
We have labored hard to perform the duties devolving 
upon us, and to see that the tax payers got ful] value for 
every dollar expended. The commodities have been pur- 
chased within Hillsborough county, at right prices, thus 
giving the dealers in said county the benefit of money 
expended. 

We desire an appropriation large enough for the years 
1912 and 1913 to meet only the actual requirements, and, 
as in the past, shall endeavor to expend the same judi- 
ciously and to be economical in said expenditures.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County : 


I hereby present to you my sixth annual report as super- 
intendent of the County Almshouse and House of Correc- 
tion for the year ending December 31, 1910. 

There has been 475 persons admitted to the Almshouse 
and Hospital during the year, and, as I have told you in 
my former reports, a great many of them have needed 
the attention of the physician. The hospitals in the Alms- 
house have about the same number as last year. There has 
been sentenced to the House of Correction 279 persons 
during the year. Many of these have been unable to do 
hard work and some have not been able to’ perform any 
labor at all. Many have needed medical attention, and C. W. 
Milliken, M. D., of Manchester, and E. B. Swett, M. D., of 
Grasmere, have looked after those requiring medical and 
surgical treatment. 

I wish to thank the W. C. T. U. for fruit, entertainment, 
books for the library, flowers, cake, confectionery and toys 
for the children during the year. I return thanks to the 
different individuals who have furnished reading matter, 
which was greatly appreciated by the inmates. 

I also wish to thank the Rev. E. C. Goodwin of Gras- 
mereand the Rev. Fr. J. J. Brophy of Manchester for the r 
faithful attention to the spiritual welfare of the inmates. 

To the officers of the institution and to you, Messrs. 
Commissioners, I extend thanks for your assistance in my 
work.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County: 


GENTLEMEN:—In submitting my second annual report 
I wish to call your attention to several matters of import- 
ance. 

There has been a decided increase in the work for the 
hospital, both medical and surgical, the daily average for 
1910 being 53, against 42 for 1909, eleven more patients to 
care for each day. 

During the year regular classes of instruction for 
nurses have been held, a training school for nurses in 
everything but name and the authority to award diplomas. 
On January 6, 1911, the Hillsborough County Hospital 
Training School for Nurses was duly incorporated, and we 
hope to set a standard inferior to none. 

The need of more room is imperative and the absolute 
isolation of tubercular cases from the rest is becoming 
so well understood that no comment is necessary. Both 
these objects can be accomplished by the construction of a 
separate ward, specifically designed for consumptives for a 
comparatively small amount of money. 

Your physician has found it necessary to devote practi- 
cally all of his time to the county, to the exclusion of 
private practice, thus giving constant attention to each 
department of the institution.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 87 of the 
Laws of 1897, we have examined the accounts and vouch- 
ers of the county treasurer, the superintendent of the 
county farm, and the county commissioners quarterly dur- 
ing the past year. We have found the accounts correct 
and properly vouched. ‘The articles appear to have been 
purchased uniformly and at their fair market value, and, so 
far as it is possible for us to determine, they have been 
used for the benefit of the county. Fora detailed account 
of the receipts and disbursements, we refer to the tabula- 
tion of the treasurer’s report, printed in this report. 


The condition of affairs in Nashua calls for a thorough 
consideration and overhauling.

There is one civil action for the county now in the Supe- 
rior Court, viz: State vs. Healy. 

One appeal case remains on the docket. 

Sixteen cases in which indictments were returned are 
undisposed of; I expect to dispose of all of them at January 
term, 1911. 

All cases, except the above, have been disposed of in the 
manner usual to our court practice. The total number 
of cases entered in Superior Court in 1910, including infor- 
mation and appeals, two hundred and six. 

There were one hundred and eighty-one indictments re- 
turned by the Grand Jury during 1910. 

I am convinced that there has not been so little illegal 
liquor selling or so few disorderly houses in Hillsborough 
County for many years as there are to-day. 

The expenses have been kept down as low as possible, 
consistent with a thorough enforcement of the laws. _ 

Grand Jurors have been kept from home as short a time 
as possible, and much time has been saved in court by pre- 
liminary investigation of various cases. 

It may be said that our county has been remarkably free 
from serious crimes.
